_ With an authoritative discussion 
of the classification and segregation 
of property for taxation, illustrated 
by the experience of the various 
atates that had adopted the system, 
by former Senator H. R. DeJarnette, 
the house and senate committees on 
constitutional amendments yester- 
day afternoon opened joint hearings 
on the tax reform measures pro- 
posed by the tax investigation com- 
~ mission authorized by the last gen- 
eral assembly. Senator DeJarnette 
spoke as the representative of the 
majority of the commission, He was 
followed by Hon. Seaborn Wright, 
who stood alone in submitting a 
minority report. 
Senator DeJarnette declared that 
-. Hoth the majority and minority re- 
—. port of the commission agreed that 
- the present system of taxation in 
~~ Georgia was a failure. He thought 
everybody was agreed in that. They 
disagreed ‘only in the remedies to 
~~ “he pursued. The minority member 
of the commission held that the 
present system Was all right, but 
. that the fault was in its administra- 
tion. The majority members, after 
reviewing the experience of other 
states and Europe, had come to the 
conclusion that the system must be 
radically changed. 
Conditions Growing Worse. 
Senator DeJarnette declared that 
the system had failed in not getting 
on the tax digests a reasonable part 
of the value of the property of the 
state and that this condition was 
growing yearly .worse, not better. 
Comparing the state tax returns 
with the estimated value of proper- 
ty in Georgia by the United States 
census bureau, he showed by a chart 
displayed before the committees, the 
following amazing facts: In 1912, 
36 per cent of the estimated value 
of all property was returned; in 
1918, 25 per cent; real estate, 1912, 
47 per cent; 1918, 35 per cent; farm 
{mplements and machinery, 1912, 43 
per cent; 1918, 35 per cent; public 
service corporations, 1912, 28 per 
cent; 1918, 22 per cent. He said 
that the banks were returning their 
property at about 70 per cent. 
There were classes of property, he 
said, that the commission had found 
no way of securing data on. All the 
merchants of the state returned on 
their stocks last year was $53,000,- 
000, whereas a well informed Atlan- 
ta merchant had informed him that 
the value of merchandise in this 
city was at least that.

DEMOBILIZATION NOT 
CONTEMPLATED SOON 


President Cannot Pro- 
claim Peace With Ger- 
many Until the Treaty 
With the Germans Is 
Ratified by the United 
States Senate.

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Washington, July ‘i. yaioident 
Wilson today dashed the last hopes 
of the “wets” as to the possible re- 
sumption of the sale of liquors, 
light wines and beer in this country 
prior to the time the constitutional 
amendment forbidding the manufac- 
ture and sale goes into effect on 
Janaury 16, next. 

The president indicated there Was 
no possible chance fora speedy 
demobilization of the army to the 
point where he would feel justified 
in proclaiming demobilization com- 
pleted. He further said that Attor- 
ney General Palmer was. entirely 
right in ruling the president can- 
not proclaim peace with Germany 
until the treaty with that country is 
ratified by the senate. Mr. Wilson 
smilingly satd he did not know 
when that would be. 

Before liquor or intoxicating wines 
and beers can be sold in this coun- 
try, it is necessary both to pro- 
claim peace and declare demobiliza- 
tion completed. President Wilson 
told callers today that. the fact had 
been overlooked in this country that 
the peace treaty itself provides that 
Germany shall surrender certain war 
materials and equipment to the al- 
lies in from one to four months 
after ratification of the treaty by 
the German assembly. The United 
States must participate in the mili- 
tary and naval commissions which 
are to supervise this surrender of 
materials, and Mr. Wilson said the 
allies had deemed it necessary to 
maintain a sufficient force in Eu- 
rope to admit of no doubt that the 
German government complies with 
the terms of the treaty in this re- 
spect.

Slow Demobilizatinoe. 

The enforcement of the military 
and naval terms, the president said, 
was bound to slow up demobiliza- 
tion, and for this remson there 
seems no hope that the ban on war- 
time prohibition will be lifted at 
any time. 

When debate on the enforcement 
legislation was resumed in the 
house today, Representative Steele, 
of Easton, Pa. declared that any 
law enacted by congress to enforce 
constitutional prohibition cannot be 


enforced in any state until that 
cont — approved the federal law. 
r. Steele based his argument on 
the fact that the constitutional pro- 
hibition amendment provides that 
“congress and the several states 
shall have concurrent power to en- 
force the law with appropriate leg- 
islation. The words “concurrent 
power,” Mr. Steele argued, make it

Funds Also Appropriated 
for Establishment of

City council Thursday afternoon, 
in special session, adopted favorable 
reports of the finance committee, in 
which a number of salary raises 
were provided for, and which ap- 
portioned money also for several im- 
portant street improvements. More 
than $6,000 was added to the school 
department as the percentage of an- 
ticipated funds due that department. 
All papers adopted by council were 
concurred in latér by the aldermanic 
board. 

For the widening of Spring street 
at Carnegie Wav. which work will 
begin at once, $4,085 was appropria- 
ted, and $2,000 for the building of 
a wall to retain the dirt that is to 
be used for raising Williams street 
was also provided. 

Anticipating something like $:5,- 
000 from the water department 
through discontinuance of discounts 
for the balance of the current year. 
a large number of salary increases 
were granted, the money ‘» most in- 
stances coming from water receipts. 


Tax Assessors Raised. 


The salaries of the three t as- 
sessors, which now is $250 month, 
was increased to $275° each per 
month. The money for this purpose 
was transferred from a fund now in 
the tax assessors’ department that 
was provided for paying clerks on 
work that will be done by the as- 
eessors. 

Seven hundted dollars was pro- 
vided with which to pay the organ- 
ist at the auditorium a salary for 
the balance of the. year, beginning 
with June 1. P 

A transfer of $420 was.made from 
Piedmont park, and applied as fol- 
lows to salary increases in the park 
department: General superinten- 
dent increased from $110 a month 
to $120; bookkeeper from $80 to $90 
a month; florist, two cyclorama em- 
ployees, forester and roller man at 
Grant park were increased $10 a 
month each. 


the salary of the clerk in-the sani- 
tary department was raised from 
$125 to $140 a month; the night street 
superintendent was raised from $110 
to $125 ja mionth, and fourteen sani- 


tary inspectors were gien sr _  in- 
crease of $5.a month each. 
Salary Increases. 


Transferring $10,253 from water 
receipts, the same amount was ap- 
portioned to salary increases for 
seventy-five men in the water de- 
partment. Another transfe~ from 
the water receipts provided “»r the 
following board. .of health sa .. in- 
creases: Clerk, from $150 $166.66 
a month; contagious disease man, 
from $125 to $140 a month: chief 
plumbing inspector, from $150 to 
$166.66 a month; first ‘assistant, 
from $116.66 to $133. 33; secoid as- 
sistant, from $120 to $125; third ,as- 
sistant, frédm $100 to $110. Increases 
of $5 a month ‘ach were viven to 
three market inspectors, two ilk 
inspectors, two dairy inspectors and 
two slaughter house inspectors. 

The salary of the material clerk 
in the.department of construction 
was raised from $100 to $110 a 
month. 

From the pay roll of Grady hos- 
pital $450 was transfe.red ‘> the 
stockade to pay a nurse for social 
disease work. An ~nortionm ‘t of 
$1,000, which was taken from Peach- 
tree street paving balance, was made 
for the establishment of a free so- 
cial disease clinic.

LEGISLATURE TO ACT 
ON AMENDMENT SOON 


City Attorney Will Pre- 
pare Papers. at Once for 
Presentation to Fulton 
and DeKalb Representa- 
tives. : 


By almost unanimous vote gen- 
eral council Thursday afternoon 
adopted a resolution asking the leg- 
islature of Georgia to amend the 
municipal charter in order that the 
city may be empowered to acquire, 
either by negotiation or condem- 
nation, the properties of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company, 
and enabling the municipality to 
erect lighting -and transportation 
Plants fcr’ itself in case of failure 
to acquire the power —- 
property. 

A viva voce vote was taken upon 
the resolution, which was unani- 
mously approved Wednesday Srter- 
noon by the charter revision com- 
mittee, but before the question was 
put to the house Councilman A. 
J. Orme, of the eighth ward, who 
voted favorably Wednesday, arose 
to a point of personal privilege, 
and asked that he be allowed to 
change his vote. Councilman Orme 
then announced that he wished to 
render an adverse minority report, 
explaining that he did go not that 
he opposed the acquiring of the 
power company’s property by nego- 
tiation or purchase, but that he ob- 
jected to the’section of the resolu- 
tion which asked for power to con. 
demn the property of the street 
railway and lighting plants. 

. “After a man has made a suc- 
cess of his business,” said the coun- 
cilman from the eighth ward, “for 
the city to take that business away 
from him would be wrong in prin- 
ciple. For that:reason I am op- 
posed to the condemnation part of 
the resolution.” 

Overwhelming Majority. 

The resolution was introduced by 
Chairman J. R. Nutting, of the 
charter revision committee, and 
without any G@Gebate or discussion, 
further than the explanation of Mr. 
Orme, the measure was put to the 
house, carrying by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. There was only one 
distinct vote cast against it, which 
was cast by Mr. Orme. Another 
sound, which was thought to be a 
“No” was heard, but no one owned 
to it, afd as no record of the vote 
was kept, it is believed that only 
one vote was cast against the reso- 
lution.

Gun Reported Found on 
Person of Dead Man—Ir- 
win Reiterates Story of 
Despoiled Home.

Mrs. Irwin Denies Guilty 
Relations With Moody, 
and Says Husband Shot 
Without Cause. 


That Rush Irwin, self-confessed 
slayer of John Moody, who was kill- 
ed Wednesday. night in his room 
at the Irwin residence, 226 Peeples 
street, West End, in addition. to 
pleading that Moody had broken up 
his home, will plead that the board- 
er had threatened his life and had 
reached to get his gun when Irwin 
fired, was, the’ statement made by 
Attorneys John 8; and Ralph Mc- 
Clelland at the station house Thurs- 
day afternoon, , soon after they had 
been retained as counsel by Irwin. 

A fully loaded gun was said to 
have been found in the pocket of 


the dead man when he was search- 


ed, and the attorneys contend that 
Moody reached for it, when frwin 
shot him down. ; 

Mrs. Rush Irwin, 41. years old, the 
mother of five children; “who had 
been detained in the female ward 
at the police barracks, was rejeased 
late Thursday afternoon, The cou- 
ple have been separated ever since 
the tragedy, and according to the 
police, neither has asked to see the 
other. . 

For the past five or six weeks, 
Irwin asserted that he had been 
suspicious of his wife and § had 
sought the advice of the Lanford- 
Burnett detective agency and em- 
ployed two men to watch his wife 
and Moody, They were Detectives 
Oo. J. Hicks and Ernest McClain, 
who wére placed in the house by 
Irwin last Sunday, gyho preténded 
they were boarders. Théy were at 
the house at the time of the trag- 


edy. 
Declares Innocence. 


Mrs. Irwin declared Tuesday that 
she had always been a faithful 
wife and had never had any im- 
proper relations with the dead man. 
“There has never Deen anything 
between myself and Mr. Moody,” 
said Mrs. Irwin. “I never knew 
that my husband was jealous. He 
shot Mr. Moody without any cause.” 

Attorneys of Irwin said he did 
not regret that he killed Moody, 
who, he claims, had broken up his 
home. 

“IT had warned Moody to leave 
my wife alone. Then I sought to 
entrap them. The two detectives 
were given rooms in my house at 
my request last Sunday. McLain 
was on duty,at the house Sunday 
night, Monday night and Tuesday. 
The only other roomers in the 
house were Moody and W. D. Tuck- 
er, who was taken into custody 
by the police after, the shooting.

Nor would the president cémmit 
himself definitely as to whether or 
not he would be satisfied with a 
ratification of the treaty which 
would include certain reservations. 
When pressed on this subject by 
the correspondents, who were given 
free rein to’ ply the président with 
questions,-Mr. Wilson smilingly re- 
plied that reservations would con- 
stitute a complicated problem. 
Should the ratifying reservations go 
so far as to constitute an “if’ to 
any terms of the treaty, the presi- 
dent was sure they would have to 
be submitted to all of the 25 na- 
tions signing the treaty and their 
consent asked. This would requtre 
& great length of time and mean- 
while the United States would be 
in the position of continuing at war 
with Germany. 

“But ft has been suggested that 
most of the contemplated reserva- 
tions by the senate would be more 
or less innocuous and would not 
require submission to the other 
countries,” the president was told. 

In answer to this he said there 
would be no one officially in a po- 
sition to-say the reservations were 
innocuous, It would be difficult 
to explain this innocuousness to the 
other nations, The president said 
all who were in Paris realized bow 
difficult it was to present any sit- 
uation to the various nations so that 
all would understand and none 
would misinterpret. It was because 
of this that he thought all reserva- 
tions would bring complications. 

To the suggestion that’ the senate 
would like to make a reservation 
clearly setting forth the fact that 
congress reserves to itself the con- 
stitutional right of declaring war 
and directing the use of American 
forces in armed conflict, President 
Wilson said such a reservation was 
not necessary.

In Other States. 

The speaker then cited the expe- 
rience of states which had alban- 
doned the old system and adopted 
the new principle of ctassification 
with splendid results in every in- 
Stance reported. In Pennsylvania, 
by reducing the race on money and 
credits to 4 mills, in a thirty- 
period returns had increased om 
$160,000,000 to $1,500,000,000. In 
Baltimore city alone, after Mary- 
land had adopted the new system, 
the returns of the same class of 
property increased from $6,000,000 
to $208,000,000, while in Ohio under 
the old system of uniformity, they 
actually decreased. $13,000,000 in the 
same period. 

Other instances were found even 
more illuminating. In Minnesota in 
a single year after the adoption of 
the new system, tax returns in- 
creased from $1,500,000 to $4,000,000 
in round numbers and last year 
they had risen to five and a quar- 
ter millions, Kentucky in one year 
achieved an increase in revenue cf 
two million dollars from 1917 to 
1918, while Georgia's revenue in the 
Same period increase $436,000. Re- 
turns of money and credits in :Ken- 
tucky rose in a single year from 
$11,000,000 to $179,000,000 and the 
revenue derived from this source 
jumped $117,000 on a tax rate about 
one-fifth as great. 

Mr. Wright, answering. Senator 
DeJarnette, declared that the sena- 
tor had not given the real reasons 
for the astounding results in the 
states he has cited. It was not the 
adoption of a system of classification 
and segregation that had accom- 
Plished these wonders, he declared. 
but the drastic collection laws that 
went along with it. “In Virginia,” 
he declared, “every piece of taxable 
Paper that is not returned for tax 
and. properly stamped is outlawed 
and is not worth ten cents in a 
Virginia court. In the same state, 
the tax commissioner appoints in 
each of the thirty judicial circuits of 
the state.a tax agent working on a 
commission whose duty it is to fer- 
ret out and get on the tax digest all 
unreturned property in his district. 

Billions on Tax Books. 

“Give me two such laws as these 
in Georgia and I will put billions of 
dollars on our tax books and have 
our treasury so full of money you 
would not know what to do with it. 
The only question is are you willing 
to stand for it? You don’t need any 
change in the system of ad valorem 
taxes to get those results. 

“The real trouble with our sys- 
tem is thnt the state has no way of 

aking assessments for itself and 
there is a contest on between the 
various counties of the state to see 
which could return the lowest 
amount, thereby defrauding the state 
They have found that it is easier to 
raise county taxes .than to raise as- 
sessments, because inthe one case 
you have only one ynise to pay and 
in the latter two.” 

Mr. Wright said a few simple 
amendments ww the present equaliza- 
tion law would put the teeth in it 
which it needed, and that no more 
would be necessary. He declared 
that the classificaion system was a 
most iniquitous one, because it 
would enable the legislature to 
practically exempt some classes of 
property while giving others the 
limit.

Valdosta, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)

Hansell, Jr., Announces, 


Paving costing nearly a half mill- 
ion dollara will be completed this 
week by Fulton county and the con- 
tractors. who have been doing part 
of the work for the county on con- 
tracts, In addition contractors 
have atarted on. work of paving cer- 
tain roads in the county, which when 
competed will cogt the county an 
additional $300,000. This announce- 
ment was made Thursday by W, A, 
Hansell, Jr, county construction en- 
gineer. 

The Hapeville road, which has juat 
been completed, is three miles in 
length and was let to the Brooks- 
Callaway company at $2.35 per 
square yard, and cost the county 
approximately $100,000. This roaa is 
already completed. Concrete was 
the material used and the completed 
road is now one of the finest in 


the county. 

The work on Gordon street and 
Cascade avenue will be completed 
this week. This was let by con- 
tract to F. W. Long & Co, at $2.98 
per square yard. This paving 
amounted to $120,000 and covers 40,- 
000 yards. 

The paving of Lee street and lark 
avenue from Church street in Mast 
Point to Whitehall street crossing 
in West End, a distance of 4% miles, 
or 60,00 yards, was done by the 
county with convicts @nd is an 
8-inch concrete, vibrated road. It 
is practically completed. ‘This type 
of paving would have cost the coun- 
ty, if let by contract, $3.50 per yara 
ir $210,000, ‘Lais particular paving 
is the thickest paving ever put down 
in Fulton.

The hopes of the nations

AMERICAN TROOPS 
WERE CRUSADERS. 


They were recognized as cru- 
saders, and as their thousands 
swelled to millions their 
strength was seen to mean sal- 
vation. And they were fit men 
to carry such ’a°* hope and make 
good the assurance it forecast. 
Finer men never went into bat- 
tle; and their officers were 
worthy of them. This is not 
the occasion upon which to 
utter an eulogy of the armies 
America sent to France, but 
perhaps, since I am speaking 
of their mission, I may speak 
also of the pride I shared with 
every American who saw or 
dealt with them there. \ They 
were the sort of men America 
would wish to be represented 
by, the sort of men every Amer- 
ican would, wish. to claim as 
fellow coduntrymén and com- 
rades’'in a-.great cause. . They 
were terrible In battle, and gen- 
‘tle and helpful out of. it, re- 
membering the mothers and the 
sisters, the wives and the little 
children at home. They were 
free men under arms, not for- 
getting their ideals of duty in 
the midst of tasks of violence. 
I am proud to have had the 
privilege of being associated 
with them and of calling my- 
self their leader. 

But I speak now of what 
they meant to the men by 
whoge sides they fought and to 
the people with whom . they 
mingled with such utter sim- 
plicity, as friends who asked 
only to be of service. They 
were for all the visible embodi- 
ment of America. What they did 
made America and all that she 
stood for a living reality in the 
thoughts not only of the peo- 
ple of France but also of tens 
of millions of men and women 


throughout all the toiling na-. 
'* tions of a world standing every- 


where in peril of its freedom 


and of the loss of everything 


it held dear, in deadly fear 
‘that its bonds were never to be 
loosed, its hopes forever to be 
mocked and disappointed. 


OLD ENTANGLEMENTS 
BLOCKED THE WAY. 


And the compulsion of what 
they stood for was upon us 
who represented America at the 
peace table. It was our duty 
to see to it that every decision 
we took part in contributed, so 
far as we were able to influ- 
ence it, to quiet the fears and 
realize the hopes of the peoples 
who had been living in that 
shadow, the nations that. had 
come by our assistance to their 
freedom. It was our duty to 


do everything that it was with- ° 
in our power to do to make the- 


triumph of freedom and of right 
a lasting triumph in the assur- 
ance of which men might every- 
where live without fear. — 
Qld. entanglements. of. every

* ises which .governments had

empires and remedy the wrongs 
their armies had done. The cen- 
tral. empires had lived in o 
violation of many of the rights 
for which the war had been 
fought; dominating alien peoples 
over whom they had no natural 
right to ‘rule, enforcing, not 
obedience, but veritablé bond- 
age, exploiting those who were 
weak for the benefit of those 
who were masters and overlords 
only by foree of arms. There 
could be no peace until the 
whole order of central Europe 
was set right. 

That meant that new nations 
were to be created—Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Hungary itself. 
No part of ancient Poland had 
evér in any trué sense become 
a part of Germany, or of Ausa- 
tria, or of Russia. Bohemia was 
alien in every thought and hope 
to the monarchy of which ake 
had so long been an, artificial 
part; and @ uneasy partner- 
ship between AuStria and Hun- 
gary had been oné rather of in- 
terest than of kinship or sym- 
pathy. The Slavs whom Aus- 
tria had chosen to force into her 
empire on the south were kept 
to their obedience by nothing 
but fear. Their hearts were with 
their kinsmen in the Balkans. 
These were all arrangements of 
Power, not arrangements of 
natural union or association. It 
was the imperative task of those 
who would make peace and 
make it intelligently to estab- 
lish a new order which would 
rest upon the free choice of 
peoples, rather : than upon the 
arbitrary authority of Haps- 
burgs or Hohenzollerns. 


DIFFICULT TASKS 
BEFORE CONFERENCE, 


More than that, great popu- 
lations bound by anata ana 
actual kin to Rumania were also 
linked against their will to the 
conglomerate Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy or to other alien sov- 
ereignties, and it was part. of 
the task of peace to make a 
new Rumania 4s well as a new 
Slavic state clustering about 
Serbia. 

And no. natural 
could be found to 
fields of adjustment and re- 
demption. It was necessary to 
look constantly forward to other 
related tasks. The German colo- 
nies were to be disposed of. 
They had not been governed: 
they had been exploited mere- 
ly, without thought of the in- 
terest or even the ordinary hu- 
man rights of their inhabitants. 

The Turkish empire, more- 
over, had fallen apart, as the 
Austro-Hungarian had. It had 
never had any real unity. It 
had been held together only 
by pitiless, inhuman force. 
Its peoples cried aloud for re- 
lease, for succor from unspeak- 
able distress, for all that the 
new day of hope seemed at last 
to bring with its dawn. Peo- 
ples hitherto in utter darkness 
were to be led into the same 
light and giwen at least a help- 
fulhand. Undeveloped peoples 
and peoples ready for recogni- 
tion, but not yet ready to as- 
sume the full responsibilities 
of statehood, were to be given 
adequate guarantees of friendly 
protection, ‘guidance and as- 
sistance. 

And out of the execution of 
these great enterprises of liber- 
ty sprang opportunities to at- 
tempt what statesmen had never 
found the way before to do: an 
opportunity to throw safeguards 
about the rights of racial, na- 
tional and religious minorities 
by solemn international cove- 
nant; an opportunity to limit 
and regulate military estab- 
lishments where they were most 
likely to be mischievous; an op- 
portuity to effect a complete 
and Systematic internatioygli- 
zation of waterways and. rail- 
ways which were necessary to 
the free economic life of more 
than one nation, and to clear 
many of the nermal channels of 
commerce of unfair obstruc- 
tions of law or of privilege; and 
the very welcome opportunity 
to secure for labor the con- 
certed protection of definite in- 
ternational pledges of principle 
and practice.

TASKS INSEPARABLE 
FROM PEACE WORK. 


These were not tasks which 
the conference looked about it 


to find and went out of its way to: 


perform. They were insepara- 
ble from the settlements of 
peace. They were thrust upon 
it by circumstances which could 
not be overlooked. The war had 
created them. They had to be 
set right by applying some uni- 
form principle of justice or en- 
lightened expediency. And they 
could not be adjusted by mere- 
ly prescribing in a treaty what 
should be done. . ew states 
were to be set up which could 
not hope to live through their 
first period of weakness without 
assured’ support by the great 
nations that had consented to 
thefr creation and won for them 
their independence. Til-gov- 
erned colonies could not be put 
in the hands of governments 
which were to act as trustees 
for their people, and not as 
their masters, if there was to 
be no common authority among 
the nations to which they were 
to be responsible for the execu- 
tion of their trust. Future in- 
ternational conventions with re- 
gard to the control of water- 
ways, with regard to illicit traf- 
fic of many kinds, in arms or in 
deadly drugs, or with regard to 
the adjustment of many vary- 
ing international administrative 
arrangements could not be as- 
sured if the treaty were to pro- 


‘vide no permanent common in- 


ternational agency, if its execu- 
tion in such matters was to be 
left to the slow and uncertain 
processes of co-operation by or- 
dinary methods of negotiatino. 
If the peace conference itself 
was to be the end of co-opera- 
tive authority and common 
counsel among the governments 
to which the world was looking 
to enforce justice and give 
pledges of an enduring settle- 
ment, regions like the Saar 
basin could not be put under a 
temporary administrative re- 
gime which did not involve a 
transfer of political sovereignty 
and which contemplated a‘final 
determination of its political 
connections by popular vote to 
be taken at a distant date; no 
free city like Danzig could be 
created, which was, under elab- 
orate international guarantees, 
to accept exceptional obliga- 
tions with regard to the use of 
its ._port and exceptional rela- 
tions with a state of which it 
was not to form a part: proper- 

eguarded plebiscites could 
not be provided for where popu- 
lations were at some future date 
to make choice what sovereign- 


-ty they would live under: no 
‘certain and uniform method of 


arbitration could be secured for 
the settlement of anticipated 
difficulties of final decision with 
regard to many matters dealt 
with in the treaty itself; . the 


“Jong-continued supervision of

Examine the treaty 
of peace and you will find that 
everywhere throughout its man- 
ifold provisions its framers have 
felt obliged to turn to the 
leawue of nations as an indis- 
pensable instrumentality for 
the maintenance of the new or- 
der it has been their purpose to 
set up. in the world~—the world 
of civilized men. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
ACCEPTED FROM FIRST. 


That there should be a league 
of nations to steady the coun- 
sels and maintain the peaceful 
understandings of the world, to 
make, not treaties alone, but the 
accepted principles of interna- 
tional law as well, the actua 
rule of conduct among the gov- 
ernments of. the world, . had 
been one of the agreéments ac- 
cepted from the first as the ba- 
sis of peace with the central 
powers. The statesmen of all 
the belligerent countries were 
agreed that such a league must 
be created to sustain the set- 
tlements that were to be effect- 
ed. But at first I think there 
was a feeling among some 0 
them that, while it must be at- 
tempted, the formation of such 
a league was perhaps a counsel 
of perfection whic practical 
men, long experienced in the 
world of affairs, must agree to 
very cautiously and with many 
misgivings. It was only as the 
difficultawork of arranging in 
all but universal adjustment of 
the world’s affairs. advanced 
from day to day from one stage 
of conference to another. that 
it became evident to them that 
what they were seeking would 
be little more than something 
written upon paper, to be inter- 
preted and applied by- such 
roethods as the chances of pol- 
itics might ake available if 
they did not provide a means of 
common counsel which all were 
obliged to accept, a common au- 
thority whose decisions would 
be recognized as decisions 
which all must respect. 


FORMULATION OF PEACE 


HELPED BY LEAGUE. 

And so the most practical, the 
most skeptical among them 
turned more and more to the 
league as the authority through 
which inteynational action was 
to be secured, the authority 
without which, as they had 
come to see it, it would be diffi- 
cult to give assured effect either 
to this treaty or to any other 
international understandin 
upon which they were to depen 
for the maintenance of peace. 
The fact that the covenant of 
the league was the first sub- 
stantive pert of the treaty to 
be worked out and agreed upon, 
while all else was in solution, 
helped to make the formula- 
tions of the rest easier.. The 
conference was, after all, not 
to be ephemeral. The concert 
of nations was to continue, un- 
der a definite covenant which 
had been agreed upon and which 
all were convinced was work- 
able. They could go forward 
with confidence to make ar- 
rangements intended to be per- 
manent. The most practical of 
the conferees were at last the 
most ready to refer to the 
league of nations the superin- 
tendence of all interests which 
did not admit of immediate de- 
termination, of all administra- 
tive problems which were to re- 

uire a continuing oversight. 
What had seemed a counsel. of 
perfection had come to seem. a 
plain counsel of necessity. The ° 
league of nations was the prac- 
tical statesman’s hope of suc- 
cess in many of the most diffi- 
cult things he was attempting. 

And it had validated itseif 
in the thought of every mem- 
ber of the conference as some- 
thing much bigger, much. great- 
er every way, than a mere in- 
strument for carrying out the 
provisions of a particular trea- 
ty. It was universally recog- 
nized that all the peoples of the 
world demanded of the confer- 
ence that it should create such 
a continuing concert of free na- 
tions as would make wars of 
aggression and spoliation such 
as this that has just ended for- 
ever impossible. A cry had gone 
out from every home in every 
stricken land from which sons 
and brothers and fathers had 
gone forth to the great sacri- 
fice that such a sacrifice should 
never again be exacted. It was 
manifest why it had been ex- 
acted. It had been exacted be- 
cause one nation désired domin- 
ion and other nations had 
known no means of defence: ex- 
cept armaments and alliances. 
War had lain at the. heart of 
every arrangement of the Eu- 
rope—of every arrangement of 
the world—that préceded the 
war. Restive peoples had been 
told that fleets and armies, 
which they toiled to sustain, 
meant peace; and they now 
knew that they had béen lied 
to: that fleets and armies had 
been maintained to promote 
national ambitions and meant 
war. They knew that-no old 
policy meant anything else but 
force, force—always force. And 
they knew that it was intoler- 
able. Every true heart in the 
world, and every enlightened 
judgment demanded that, at 
whatever cost of indepéndent 
action, every government that 
took thought for its people or 
for justice or for ordered free- 
dom should lend itself. to a new 
purpose and utterly destroy the 
old order of international poli- 
tics. Statesmen might see dif- 
ficulties, but the people could 
see none and could brook no 
denial. A war in which they 
had been bled white to beat the 
terror that lay concealed in 
every balance of power must 
not end in a mere victory of 
arms and a new balance. The 
monster that had resorted to 
arms must be put in chains that 
could not be broken. The 
united wer of free nations 
must put a stop to aggression, 
and the, world must be given 
peace. tf there was not the 
will or the intelligence to ac- 
complish that now, there must 
be another and a final war, the 
wortd must be swept clean of 
every power that. could fenew 
the terror. The league of na- 
tions wag not merely an instru- 
ment to adjust and remedy old 
wrongs under a new treaty of 
peace: it was the only hope of 
mankind. Again and again had 
the demon of war been cast out 
of the house of peoples and the 
house swept clean by a treaty 
of peace; only to prepare a time 
when he would enter in again 
with spirits worse than him- 

The house must now be

They saw it as 
as the hope of the world, and

We had 
formulated the principles upon 
which the settlement was to be 
made—the principles upon 
which the armistice had been 
agreed to and the parleys of 
peace undertaken—and no one 
doubted that our désire was to 
See the treaty of peace formu- 
lated along the actual lines of 
these principles—and desired 
nothing else. We were welcom- 
ed as disinterested friends. We 
were resorted to as arbiters in 
many a difficult matter. It 
Was recognized that our mate- 
rial aid would be indispensa- 
ble in the days to come, when 
industry and credit would have 
to be’ brought back to théir 
normal operation again and 
communities beaten to the 
ground assisted to their feet 
Once more, and it was taken 
for granted, I am proud to say, 
that we would play the helpful 
friend in these things as in all 
others without prejudice or fav- 
or, We were generously ac- 
cepted as the unaffected cham- 
pions of what was right. It 
was a very responsible role to 
play; but I am happy to report 
that the fine group of Ameri- 
cans who helped with their ex- 
pert advice in each part of the 
varied settlements sought in

AMERICA IN ROLE 
OF WORLD'S FRIEND. 


And that confidence, it seems 
is the measure of our 
opportunity and of our duty in 
the days to come, in which the 
new hope of the peoples of the 
world is to be fulfilled or dis- 
appointed. The fact 
America is the friend of the 
nations, whether they be rivy- 
als or associates, is nod new 
fact; it is only the discovery 
of it by the rest of the world 
that is new. 

America may be said to have 
just reached her majority as a 
world power. It was almost 
exactly twenty-one years ago 


that the results of the war with: 


Spain put us unexpectedly in 


possession of rich islands on the’ 


other side of the world and 
brought us into association with 
other governments in thecon- 
trol of the West Indies. It was 
regarded as a sinister and omi- 
nous thing by the statesmen of 


more than one Européan chan-. 


céllory that we should have 
extended our powers beyond the 
confines of our. continental do- 
minions. They were accustomed 
to think of new neighbors as a 
hew menace, of rivals as watch- 
ful enemies. There were per- 
sons amongst uset home who 
looked with deep disapproval 
and avowed anxiety on such 
extensions of our national au- 
thority over distant islands and 
over peoples whom they feared 
we might exploit, not serve and 
assist. But we have not ex- 
ploited them. We‘have been 
their friends and have sought 
to serve them. And our do- 
minion has been a menace to no 
other nation. We redeemed our 
honor to the utmost in our deal- 
ings with Cuba. She is weak, 
but absolutely free; and ‘it is 
her trust in us that makes her 
free.. Weak peoples everywhere 
stand ready to give us any au- 
thority among them’ that will 
assure them a like’ frierdly 
They 
know that there is no ground 
for fear in receiving us as 
their mentors and guides. Our 
isolation was ended twenty 
years ago; and now fear of us 
is ended also, our counsel and 
association sought after and de- 
sired. There can be no question 
of our ceasing to be a world 
power. The only question is 
whéther we can refuse the 
moral leadership that is offered 
us, whether we shall accept or 
the 
world. 


STAGE. IS SET; 
DESTINY DISCLOSED. 


The war and the conference 
of peace now sittime in Paris 
seem to me to have answered 
that question. Our participa- 
tion in the War established our 
position among the nations and 
nothing but Our own mistaken 
action can alter it. It was not 
an accident or a matter of sud- 
den choice that we are no lone- 
er isolated and devoted to a pol- 
icy which has only our own in- 
terest and advantage for its 
object. It was our duty to go 
in. if we were indeed the 
champions of liberty and of 
right. We answered to the call 
of duty in a way so spirited, so 
utterly without thought of what 
we spent of blood or treasure, 
so effective, 80 worthy of the 
admiration of true men every- 
where, so wrought out of the 
stuff of all that was heroic, 
that the Whole world saw at 
last, in the flesh, in noble ac- 
tion, a great ideal asserted and 
vindicated by a nation they had 
deemed material and now found 
to be compact of the spiritual 
forces that must free men of 
every natioh from every un- 
worthy bondage. It is thus that 
a new role and a new responsi- 
bility have come to this great 
nation that we honor and which 
we. would all wish to lift te 
yet higher levels of service and 
achievement. 

The stage is set, the destiny 

eclosed. It 
by no plan of our conceiving, 
but by the hand of God. who led 
us into this way. We cannot 
turn back. We can only go for- 
ward, with lifted eyes and 
freshéned spirit. to follow the 
vision. It was of this that we

The last report I réad said 
the name of the president had been 
hooted in Carnegie hall, New York, 
in a public meeting, thus demon- 
strating the anger of the people and 
proving that the president's “nim- 
bus” had been destroyed. 

Shameless Devilwork. 

Articles of similar purport appear 
in print almost every day. They 
are not without danger, either in 
purpose or effect, and they are de- 
serving of attention in America, for 
their tendency is to nourish the be- 
lief thatt he treaty is a hit of shame- 
less devilwork, and that all men 
who are even half way striving for 
justice must condemn it. From such 
belief must spring fmpulses that 
will foster a spirit to avenge such 
a hellish and deceitful production. 

After years of close blockade, it 
is difficult heré, where American 
newspapers seldom arrive—and then 
long after publication—to gain a 
clear picture of public opinion in 
the great republic. In no country 
on earth, from the time the people 
advanced from the role of chorus 
to that of active participants in 
affairs, has public opinion ever been 
recognizable from proceeding in the 
sphere of senates, where naturally 
conservative and often plutocratic 
currents flow stronger than in the 
valley inhabited by the masses of 


the people. 
Americans Tired of Europe. 
I am inclined to the belief that 
Americans have grown tired of 


Europe, this peninsula springing 
from Asia which presumes on spe 
cial rights to eternal world mas- 
tery, and that they rage Nnctage | their 
eyes to the colossal circle of their 
own interests; and I fear they will 
dissociate themselves politically 
from the affairs of Europe, owing to 
the narrowness of European views 
and practices, sooher than may be 
well for the cause of humanity. 

European narrowness ,does not 
appeal to Americans who are eager 
for action in hig!. fields of human 
endéavor. A special form of Amer- 
ican idealism and the metaphysical 
longings of the people are at the 
moment demonstrated in the collec- 
tion of huge sums. of money. for 
Christian purposes which cannot be 
fruitful on the barren soil of Euro- 
pean sober rationalism. 

Despite all the reports spit out by 
the propaganda machine which still 
continues at’ work, it seems to me 
unfortunately improbable that 
American antipathy for Germany 
has sufficiently ebbed to make pos- 
sible the stories we are told 6f gen- 
eral public condemnation of the 
peace treat, 

Germany Must Kill Anger. 

"Probably it is no longer believed 
on the-.other side of the tlantic 
that a principal activity of the Ger- 
man soldiery was to Dayonet babies, 
and people have pw#obably becom 
distrustful of other assertions 0 
‘movie politics,” and it may be that 
eer no longer sée in the burnin 
of Gérman music. a fitting. symbo 
of moral condemnation. 

Antipathieés can be wholly rooted 
‘out, however, only by Germany it- 
self, by clear and decisive abandon- 
ment of the brutality kult and par- 
venu pride, and by thorough truth 
and .sincerity in conceding individ- 
ual and national faults, without try- 
ing to belittle or to magnify them. 

Americans who know Germany 
aré aware that it is not peopled 
wholly by “Huns.” Many experiences 
on the European continent have 
taught the warriors of the new 
world how close to heroism petti- 
ness and gréed can dwell. Bismarck, 
who with all his strongly-empha- 
sized Prussianism was a sedg anti- 
militaristic and so hated by the mil- 
itary party, said the Wise instinct of 
the nation would show itself in 
guarding against incurring the ha- 
tred of other nations. 

There is no doubt that in the 
game country in which American 
warriors encountered the deep 
chasm _between the real and the 
ideal, the president also became 
painfully aware of these contrasts 
and differences. If men were to be 
deterred from striving for ideal con- 
ditions for humanity merely because 
at first the thing sought might 
not be attained, humankind would 
not have advanced beyond the miss- 
ing link between the monkey and 
the caveman. 

Treaty Practically Ideal. 

One who can view the Versailles 
treaty without partisan prejudice, 
through neither German nor Ameri- 
can glasses, must confess that from 
the hour of its birth in conferences 
it came as near being ideal as ac- 
cumulated international hatreds per- 
mitted.

Paris, Wednesday, July 9.—Aus- 
tria will be admitted to member- 
whip in the league of nations as 
soon as the allied and associated 
powers consider that she possesses 
a responsible government with both 


the will and the power to fulfill 
its international obligations. The

misunderstandings. 

“The principal allied and associ- 
ated powers have taken into care- 
ful consideration the demand of the 
Austrian delegation tor the admis- 
sion of. their country as an original 
member of the league of nations. !t 
has never been their intention to ex- 
clude Austria for any iong period 
from the league; on the contrary 
they wish to reiterate that it is their 
hope and conviction that the league 
will at the earliest possibile date in- 
clude all nations that can be trusted 
to carry out the obligations accept- 
ed by members of the league. 

“They must point out, however, 
that in urging the claim of Austria 
to membership in the league as im- 
mediately necessary to the safety 
of their territory, the Austrian dele- 
gation have used some arguments 
which appear to tndicate that they 
have not fully appreciated the pro- 
visions of the covenant. But they 
recognize nevertheless the strengtn 
of the claim put forward by the 
Austrian delegativn. They fully ap- 
preciate the evidence which, by the

Paris, Wednesday, July %.—Sym- 
pathy with the idea of the league 
of nations, and an expression of 
willingness to be satisfied with tak- 
ing the role of a participating mem- 
ber in that organization and en- 
joy its protection, was expressed 


in the Austrian reply to the allied 
peace terms, made public here to- 
day. The reply was dated at St. 
Germain-En-Laye, June 23, in the 
form of a communication from 
Chancellor Senner, head of the Aus- 
trian peace delegation, to Premier 
Clemenceau, as president of the 
peace conference. 

The reply sets forth that the dele- 
gation recognized that German-Aus- 
tria, as the text of the note names 
the nation, could not well take a 
part in the problem of creating the 
league, “which by its very nature 
remains in the hands of the great 
powers,” but will be giad of its 
protection, “without taking an im- 
portant part in the rights and ob- 
ligations entailed by membership in 
this league.” 

The note pointed out that German- 
Austria had been charged with “the 
responsibility for the war,” but said 
that it had been thus charged “with- 
out any fault of its own.”

GERMANS PROPOSE 
MEETING WITH POLES. 

Paris, Wednesday, July %.—(By 
the Associated Press.)}—The council 
of five today received a note from 
Baron von Lersner proposing on be- 
half of the German government the 
formation of a joint commission of 
Germans and Poles to sit in Ber- 
lin to settle questions arising out 
of the transfer of territories de- 
tached from Germany. 

Twerty-eight notes have been re- 
ceived by the council to date from 
the Austrian delegation. Replies 
were sent today to the last three 
communications, one ef which con- 
cerns the league of nations. An- 
other was with regard to protec- 
tion of the interests of Austrian 
holders of property in the new 
states formed frum Austrian terri- 
tory, to which the council is un- 
derstood to have replied giving sat- 
isfaction to the Austrian claims.

GERMANY ANXIOUS 


TO RATIFY TREATY. 

Weimar, July 10.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Presxs.)—The German na- 
tional assembiy very pli@iniy dem- 
onstrated yesterday that it wanted 
to complete the unpleasant task of 
ratifying the treaty quickly and 
without obscuring the measure in 
any way with qualifying resolu- 
tions. 

At» the opening of the session, 
the conservatives introduced a res- 
olution which would make ratifica- 
tion dependent upon the judgment 
of recognized authorities in inter- 
national laws as to whether the pro- 
posed international court could in- 
stitute trial and could, with retro- 
active jurisdiction and authority, 
impose penalties which have not 
heretofore been prescribed in inter- 
national law. ‘he resolution was 
aimed at the enforcement of articles 
227 to 230, inclusive, of the peace 
treaty (providing for the trial of 
the former emperor and other Ger- 
mans accused of causing the war 
or of violations of the rules of 
war.) It also provided for the es- 
tablishment of a neutral court to 
pass upon tHe question of respon- 
sibility for the conflict. 

The bill ratifying the treaty pass- 
ed the first reading and then a re- 
cess was taken to give the parties 
an opportunity to discuss the reso- 
lution. After 15 minutes the as- 
sembly reconvened and Dr. Schiff- 
er, national liberal leader and for- 
mer minister of finance, stated he 
regretted the introduction of the 
resolution, as it would only serve 
to confuse the situation. A clerical 
speaker said the time for reserva- 
tions was passed. The conserva- 
tives defended the resolution, but 
it was decisively beaten. 

The treaty bill was then taken up 
and quickly passed second and third 
readings, with the opposition com- 
ing from democrats, national lib- 
erals and conservatives. 

Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, former 
minister of finance; Friedrich von 
Payer, former imperial vice chan- 
cellor, and a few other*®democrats 
voted for ratification.

Magnificent and Eloquent. 


“The address,” said Senator Swan- 
son, democrat, Virginia, “is magnifi- 
cent, able, eloquemt and inspiring. 
The reasons presented for the rati- 
fication of the treaty. including the 
league of nations, were strong co- 
gent and unanswerable.” : 

“I think,’”’ said Senator Williams, 
democrat, of Mississippi. “that in 
breadth of vision, in height of hu- 
manitarianism, in fundamental world 
statesmanship, and in delicacy af 
dove-tailed English, it is the great- 
est thing he has ever uttered. His 
words are a fitting close to his mag- 
nificent and unselfish and, upon the 
whole, effective work at Paris.” 

“I thought,” said Senator Cham- 
berlain, democrat, Oregon, “it was a 
splendid address, covering the sub- 
ject concisely and in a way that 
will make its way to the hearts of 
the American people.” 

Senator Robinson, democrat, ot 
Arkansas, asserted the address was 
“a clear and forceful argument for 
the ratification of the treaty.” 

Senator Poindexter, republican, 
Washington, characterized the 
speech as “disappointing,” and as 
throwing no “light whatever on 
the very practical business of the 
nature, power and method of opera- 
tion of the league of nations.” 

The affair in the senate was a 
treat to visitors in Washington. 
A large majority of the occupants 
of the galleries were women, and 
there was a fair sprinkling of men 
in uniform. The senate floor was 
crowded with representatives. 

Mrs. Wilson and Miss Margaret 
Wilson were seated in the executive 
gallery.

Speaker Gillett, republican, Floor 
Leader Mondell and other leaders 
in the house, did not hear the presi- 
dent’s address. 

Champ Clark, democratic floor 
leader, said: “It was a very fine 
speech.” 

Former Speaker Joseph Cannon 
said Isaiah had prophesied the end 
of war in vain, and that “it was 
possible that President.

Declares President Him- 
self Had Admitted That 
Pact of Nations Would 
Not Prevent All Wars. 


Speaking to an audience estimat- 
ed at between three and four thou- 
sand people in the Auditorium last 
night, United States Senator James 
A. Reed delivered an address in ‘op- 
position to the league of nations as 
fostered by President Wilson, basin 
his argument against the propose 
international compact on the’ as- 
sertion that it was a scheme fos- 
tered by the big monied men of the 
world who wished to preserve the 
integrity of the financial obliga- 
tions assumed by the European na- 
tions now shattered by the war. 

Senator Reed was introduced by 
former Senator Thomas W. Hard- 
wick of Georgia, who made a short 
eddress in which he made a vigor- 
ous attack on the league of nations. 

“I take my stand with Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, Madison, ackson, 
Monroe, Cleveland and even with 
old Teddy,” said Mr. Hardwick. “Are 
you willing to haul the Stars and 
Stripes down and float in its place 
the nebulous banner of a league of 
foreign nations?” (Cries of “No, 
no.”) He then introduced Senator 
Reed as the most eloquent, forceful 
and logical debater who had been 
in the United States senate in a 
quarter of a century. 

Pays Atlanta Tribute. 


Paying a tribute to Atlanta, Sen- 
ator Reed said that the city ex- 
pressed to him the soul of the old 
south, while at the same time he 
saw in it the enterprise of the new 
south. He appealed to the Atlanta 
people as well as the Georgians to 
repel the idea that a league of na- 
tions would bring peace to _ the 
world. and said that President Wil- 
son himself had been forced to ad- 
mit that the league would not pre- 
vent all wars. 

There have been 53 wars in Eu- 
rope since our war of 1812, said 
Senator Reed, while we have had 
no European wars and the nations 
of Europe want us to guarantee 
to help them fight their fights, 
which have been more than a half- 
hundred in a century, offering to 
return the courtesy by helping us 
to fight ours, when we have had 
none in that length of time. 

Naming some of the prominent 
financiers of the country, Senator 
Reed declared they were financing 
the league of nations, and that the 
propaganda:-sent out by the big 
bankers stated that the big business 
men of the country were all for the 
league. He pictured the flag of the 
Wnited States being lowered in fa- 
vor of an*international banner, and 
said that the free people of Amer- 
ica should never consent to this. 
He also touched upon the labor 
phase of the league, picturing the 
dangers of international association. 

Declaring his belief in local selif- 
rovernment, Senator Reed said that 
the Georgia legislature was better 
able to attend to the affairs of Geor- 
ria than members of congress, who 
have never set foot within the state, 
and further declared that “congress 
had. better represent America than 
kings, kaisers, anarchists, Bolshe- 
vists and the colored cannibals of 
Liberia.” 

Quotes the President. 

“The president told you today 
in his address that God is running 
this thing,” said Senator Reed, and 
observed after a pause; “a good 
many men have undertaken to rep- 
resent God.” 

Again he said that the advocates 
for the league of nations say that 
they are going to sit down and be 
good after signing this league, but 
declared that only the hand of God 
touching the hearts of men could 
prevent wars, and added “that if 
God Almighty contemplated such a 
miracle, He would do it Himself,” 
not leaving it to those about the 
peace table. 

The speaker made an attack upon 
Japan. which country he declared 
had ravished China of her fairest 
province, the birthplace of Confucius 
and Menicus, and that the theft 
had been “made holy by the sane- 
tified league at Paris.” He said that 
the only danger in the ofing, 
so far as America was concerned, 
is from Japan, and declared that the 
German people, according to his 
opinion, would settle into a peace- 
ful life, as of old, caring for thetr 
homes and their fam..ies as.they did 
before militarism was introduced. 
“Tf those we helped threaten us,” 
he said, “then I don’t want a league 
with them.” 

The speaker read much from the 
league of nations, criticising it as 
he went. He closed his address by 
an eloquent appeal to the patriotism 
of the people to stand by the prin- 
ciples of the founders of America. 


Japan Now Creditor

Although 
Gérman firms had been put out of 
business during the war, foreign 
firms other than German were 
more numerous than ever. British 
firms, oneer in Japanese _ trade, 
with dépleted staffs, continued to 
do a large volume of business. 

As regards imports into Japan, 
America had made great inroads 
into the trade Great Britain had 
formerly held, her exports to Japan 
excluding raw cotton, valued at 
$35,000,000, in 1913, had grown to 
$210,000,000 in 1918, whereas British 
exports to Japan were worth more 
than $60,000,000 in 1913, and had 
fallen to nearly half. A great part 
of this trade, which consisted of 
metals and machinery construction 
materials and chemicals, he hoped 
Great Britain would recover.

the matter of lending all the aid in 
his power squarely up to the senate 
leaders and it will be for them to 
say whether they earnestly and seri- 
ously desire to treat the covenant 
with all the light the president, in 
the close contact of a committec 
room, would be ablé to throw upon 
it, or whether they will insist upon 
acting on their own narrow judg- 
ment of the written word. 


TO HURRY TREATY 
ON THE FLOOR. 


The republicans are almost agreed 
tonight that they will hurry the 
treaty out of the committee and on 
to the floor of the senate with cer- 
tain suggested amendments or reser- 
vations. They may make speed an 
excuse for not hearing the presi- 


dent, although some of them saia 
they might call Secretary Lansing 
when he reaches this cour ry, and 
further may consult some of the ex- 
perts who helped frame the treaty. 
They could not admit, however, that 
this plan was an intended slap at 
the president. 

Technically the president’s asso- 
ciation with the treaty ended at 
12:15 today when he laid the parch- 
ment papers on the desk of the pres- 
ident of the senate. Technically the 
senators are right in saying that it 
is their province and theirs alone to 
determine when and how the treaty 
shall be ratified. A short while ago, 
however, they were insist'ng the 
negotiation and ratification of. a 
treaty were a joint process jo be 
participated in bv the president and 
senate on more or less equal terms. 

The president will not cease to 
labor for the treaty even thourh it 
has passed out of his keeping and is 


temporarily in the hands of a hostile 


committee. He has adopted a con- 
ciliatory attitude toward congress, 
just as his friends fondly hoped he 
would, but he was sharply criticised 
by the opponents today because he 
did not make a more explicit state- 
ment or defense of the covenant. 
The preajdent takes the attitude the 
covenant and the treaty need no de- 
fense. He admits they are not per- 
fect documents by any means, but 
he told newspaper men prior to-his 
visit to the capitol that he believed 
most of the senate’s objections are 
groundless and are due to a mis on- 
ception of some of the terms. When 
senators were told of the st-*ements 
and explanations made bv the pres- 
ident to the correspondents they said 
they would take coenizance only of 
what he said officially In tne senate 


chamber. There he ‘dealt only in 

general terms. , 

UNABLE FOR WILSON 

IN CATCH PHRASE. | 
Senators were quick to catch a 

single phrase the president uttered 

and to magnify it into an admis- 


sion by him that the United States 
is surrendering many of, her more 
sacred rights to a league of for- 
eigners. The president was telling 
‘of how the peoples of the world 
were crying out for something more 
enduring than a mere general 
peace; how they were determined 
that another such war as tne one 
just closed should be made impos- 
sible. 

“Every true heart in the world,” 
he exclaimed, “and every enlight- 
ened judgment demanded, at what- 
ever cost of independent action, 
every government that took thought 
for its people or for justice or for 
ordered freedom should lend itself 
to a new purpose and utterly de- 
stroy the old order of international 
politics.” 

This phrase, “at whatever cost of 
independent action,” undoubtedly 
will become famous in the debates 
that are to come. In a way, it il- 
lustrates the intense earnestness of 
the president in behalf of the 
league. 

Mr. Wilson made it clear today 
he will not leave Washington un- 
til the foreign relations committee 
has virtually completed its consid- 
eration of the treaty. He will re- 
main here at the call of the senate 
until it becomes certain he is not 
wanted. Some of the senators to- 
day insisted that in treating the 
treaty only in a general way and 
making a plea for it on general 
grounds the president was actually 
appealing to the sentiment of the 
people of the country instead of the 
lawmakers to whom his words were. 
addressed. 

At the white house it was said, 
however, that the president’s pro- 
posed trip to the Pacific coast 
should in no way be construed as 
an attempt by the president to go 
over the heads of senators. It was 
said the president felt in his ne- 
gotiations at Paris he represented 
the people of this country, and it 
was his purpose in planning the trip 
to make as nearly a direct report 
to them of his stewardship as was 
possible. For this reason the trip 
will positively be undertaken de- 
spite anything that may happen in 
the senate. No dates will be fixed, 
however, until the senate program 
becomes clear. 

PRESIDENT GIVEN 
GREAT OVATION. 

President Wilson received a noisy 
welcome of applause and cheers 
when he reached the senate cham- 
ber and was escorted down the cen- 
ter aisle to a place beside Vice 
President Marshall, who was presid- 
ing. The demonstration came, how- 
ever, from several hundred members 
of the house of representatives who 
were occupying every inch of the 
standing room ini‘the rear of the 
crowded senate chamber, and from 
certain sections of the gallery. No 
attempt was made for several min- 
utes to restrain the applause and 
cheers which contravened the state- 
ly rules of the upper house of con- 
gress. All of the senators stood 
while the noisy greeting continued, 
the democrats joining with hand- 
clapping, while the republicans 
stood in sullen silence.

When Senator Borah first rose there 
was scattering applause. Then there 
there was a loud guffaw and in a 
moment senators, representatives 
and visitors in the gallery were 
howling with glee. Senator Borah 
blushed a deep red, but smiled grim- 
ly and went about his appointed 
task. His associates on the com- 
mittee were Senators Lodge, Hitch- 
cock, McCumber and Williams, these 
being the senior members of the 
foreign relations committee. 

The most effective part of the 
president’s address to the senate

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Huge Dirigible Clipping 
Off 58 Knots, According 
to Wireless Message Re- 
ceived at Washington. 


Washington, July 10.—Aided by 1. 
westerly wind that some _ times 
reached a velc~'. of nearly forty 
miles an hour, the British dirigible 
R-34 tonight was well out over the 
Atlantic on the return trip to Hast 
Fortune, Scotland, after a stay of 
eighty-six hours in America. The 
last message from the airship, re- 
ceived late today by the navy de- 
partment. gave her position at that 
time as 650 miles due east of Bar 
Harbor, Maine, and more than 1,000 
miles from Mineola, Long Island, 
from which she started last mid- 
night. 

The dirigible, according to wire- 
less reports received by the navy de- 
partment throu~’-;.* °° "= avi 7. 
aged more than 60 ™‘'-- an hour for 
the first 15 hours of the r:'-:n 
flight and at times the big airship’s 
speed reached between 75 and 80 
miles an hour. The dirigible thus 
was making better time thegn at any 
period of the flight to this. side of 
the Atlantic and if weather condi- 
tions remain favorablé, naval offi- 
cers here believe Major G. H. Scott, 
commander, and members of the 
R-34’s crew will see British shores 
early Saturday. 

Hits 80-Mile Clip. 

The first word heard from the R-34 
after the big dirigible left American 
shores this morning was a radio 
message sent at 4 a. m. giving the 
ship’s position as 130 miles due east 
from Long Island. Direct communi- 
cation was maintained with the navy 
department thereafter. At 10 a. m. 
a message said the dirigible was 
then making good 58 knots an hour, 
equivalent to about 64 land miles. 
‘An hour later. the R-34 signalled 
that the -wind was becoming 
stronger and that the dirigible’s 
apeed had reached 80 miles an hour 
‘at times, 

Two messages of thanks to 
American officials were sent today 
to Major Scott. One to Rear Ad- 
miral J. H. Glennon, commandant 
of the third naval district which 
includes the Mineola field where 
the R-34 landed on its arrival in 
this country, thanked the officers 
and men who assisted in mooring 
the big dirigible. Another was to 
E. H. Bowie, of the United States 
weather bureau and thanked him 
for weather reports furnished to 
the dirigible. 

Strong Westerly Winds. 

A request was sent to the weath- 
er bureau late today that weather 
reports be sent to the R-34 regu- 
larly during the trip to England 
in order that the dirigible might 
be kept informed of the weather 
conditions along the route. An- 
other radio message asked all re- 
ports from the vessels along the 
path being followed by the R-34 
by wirelessed, — ; 

The last weather report sent to 
the R-34 from here tonight said 
that a storm center over Newfound- 
land was moving northeast and that 
another over Ontario was moving 
toward Newfoundland. Strong 
westerly winds were predicted over 
the western Atlantic as far east 
as the 50th meridian and probably 
much farther. The weather report 
compiled by Forecaster Bowie con- 
cluded: 

“You* will have strong westerly 
winds next 24 to 36 hours with 
some clouds and a falling baro- 
meter. My advice is to keep well 


south and take advantage of wes- 
terly winds, attending rapid east- 
ward movement of disturbance 
north of latitude 45. Good luck and 


a quick trip.’ .

Action Is Deferred Until 

Members of Two Com- 
-mittees Can Study More 
Carefully Minority and 
Majority Reports.

Following a three hours’ discus- 
sion by the joint committee of the 
senate and the house held in the 
senate chamber Thursday afternoon, 
no recommendation was made in re- 
gard to the highways bill which has 
been introduced into the present 
session of the legislature, but action 
was deferred until the members of 
the two committees can study more 
carefully the points of the majority 
and minority bills, both ,of which 
are being. advocated for’ adoption, 
then a special session will be called 
to make a final report. 

The keynote expression of the 
session seemed to be that some 
highway legislation should be 
enacted in Georgia immediately, but 
opinions were varied as to the meth- 
od to be employed in raising the 
necessary funds. Both the majority 
and minority reports favor placing 
a taxation on the motor vehicles of 
the state, but there was some op- 
position on the part of the minority 
advocate as to an increase in the 


taxes of the state. 
This good roads bill, either that 


proposed by the majority or minor- 
ity proposes to place a yearly tax 
on automobiles which will average 
$20 per car, and the tax will even 
be higher on trucks using solid 
tires. 
No Opposition Expressed. 

There was no opposition in the 
meeting as to the passage of a good 
roads measure, the discussion being 


manner of raising the necessary 
funds and executing the work. 


Ex-Senator Andrews was the first 
speaker and explained the minority 
bill, which first was introduced ty 
him in the Georgia legislature, 

“Good roads are a paramount ts- 
!sue in this state,” he said. “While 
other states have been rorging ahead 
in this business, Georgia has been 
inactive and it is nigh time that 
some definite action be taken.” 

The minority bill catis for repre- 
sentatives to be chosen from the 
different congressional districts to 
form a highway. board, while the ma- 
jority favors a body of three men, 
to be appointed by the governor 
with complete control over the con- 
struction and maintenance of pub- 
lic highways in tne state, and Mr. 
Andrews ‘pointed out the dangers of 
so small a body in control. 

“I feel,” he said, “that every see- 
tion should be represented. If en 
are chosen from the districts to &ct 
on the board, then each section of 
the state can feel that they have a 
voice in the distribution of the 
funds appropriated for this use, 
while on the other hand, it is dan- 
serous turning over mittions of dol- 


as they see fit,” 

Charles M. Strahan, dean engineer 

of the University of Georgia, was 
the next speaker and ne urged the 
eee of the majority re- 
port. ‘ 
Mr. Strahan explained fully the 
purpose of a public highways board 
and urged the legislators to take 
immediate action on behalf of the 
interests of the state. He pointed 
out the advantages of a three-man 
board, showing by «comparisons 
drawn from other states how it has 
been successfully adopted. 


4,300 Miles of Roads. 


“If this bill is pussed,” said Mr. 
Strahan, “it is proposed to build 
4,800 miles of permanent roads in 
Georgia, Which will connect all 
county seats in the state, and also 
touch every town of over three hun- 
dred population in Georgia.” 

Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman 
of the state highway committee, 
briefly explained the faults of the 
present system and urged immediate 
action. “Georgia must have roads,” 
he said, “and the state must do it. 
The county plan is unsatisfactory.” 
Mr. Patterson favored the minority 
Plan of taxation. 

In the most enthusiastic 
Representative B. F. Mann, of 
Glynn, told how his constituents 
favored the good roads plan which 
is being urged for the state, and 
expressed himself heartily in favor 
of some methed to be formulated by 
the present legislature, while he 
himself spoke in favor of the ma- 
jority plan. “However, my main 
thought is to see something definite 
done,” he said. “The plan is im- 
portant and we must study all 
angles closely, but let,us do some- 
thing now—this session—to build up 
the highway system in this state.” 

Representative E. M. Williams, of 
Walton, deplored the present condi- 
tions of roads, and urged that the 
joint committee report favorably. 

Immediate Action. 

Senator H. H. Elders, who pro- 
Posed the Andrews or the minority 
bill in the present legislature, fa- 
vors immediate action but disap- 
proves of an advance in taxes. “We 
must not tax the people to death,” 
he said. “I believe the other method 
will supply sufficient funds for the 
work intended, and with the federal 
aid we should, in a few years’ time, 
have a splendid system of roads in 
this state. 

Other speakers in favor of definite 
action were J. T. Bullen, district 
engineer; J. D. Crossland, also 
engineer; Senator T. H. Parker, 
Charles L. Davis, president of tho 
State Association of County Commis- 
sioners, and Mr. Henderson, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Highway asso-. 
ciation.

Governor Hugh Dorsey 
Makes Recommendation 
to Legislature. 


A recommendation that the Expere 
iment station at Griffin, the State 
College of Agriculture at Athens, 
the department of entomology and 
the Coastal Plain Experiment sta- 
tion just established at Tifton, 36 
co-ordinated under one board—or at 


least some of*the work—was made 
by Governor Dorsey to the general 


assembly Thursday in his report to 
that body on the Coastal Plain Ex- 
periment station, authorized by the 
1918 assembly. 

Governor Dorsey says: “Your at-

Athens and the department of en- 
tomology at at least two stagsaions, 
each under a separate management, 
are conducting experimentaj] work 
resulting in a duplication of effort, 

“The Costal Plain Experiment sta- 
tion must necessarily also result in 
further duplication. Would it not 
be wise to co-ordinate this work— 
at least as to a part of it—under one 
board? 

“Would not the agricultural ime 
terests of Georgia be served better 
and more economically by consoli- 
dating at least some of this work 
under the same management?

The executive order establishing 
the station at Tifton as of July &, 
1919, accompanied the governor's 
letter, as did the bid made by Tifton 
citizens which secured the institu- 
tion for that city. 

This paper reveals the fact that 
Tifton offered to the state for the 
station 204 acres of land, approxi- 
mately worth $20,000, along with 
a cash sum of $25,000 payable as 
needed by the board of trustees. 

An agreement was also entered 
into that adequate supply of pure 
artesian water would be furnished 
five years, as would electric cur- 
rent for the same period.

THE FAST BALL. 
Pitchers never speak of an inshoot, 
incurve, upshoot ur such terms that 


we amateurs use. The-inshoot, the 
upshoot, all the negative curves are 
referred “to as “putting something 
on the fast one.” 

True, there have been pitchers 
who .through freak physical deyel- 
opment have pitched curves that 
could be referred to in such manner, 
but the “curve” is the outshoot or 
the downshoot, the outdrop, which 
are variations of the positive curve 
made possible by the natura] swing 
of the arm. It is impossible to get 
the hand and arm into position to 
pitch a negative curve which curves 
enough to be designated as such. 
Later we will show how pitcners 
have developed the “fadeaway” into 
practically a slow. curve which 
curves in either direction. 


The fast ball, however, is the chiet 
stock in trade of any pitcher. But 
remember that NO ONE BALL can 
be used successfully. That is, the 
batters will hit any curve or any

tends to lesson control.

Neill Measure Killed 
When House Votes to 
Disagree to Committee’s 
Report—Vote 102 to 72. 


—— 


By disagreeing to the committee’s 
report on an aye and nay vote, 
102 to 72, a rather unusual legisla- 
tive procedure, the house yester- 
day killed the Neill primary bill, 
which sought to introduce the Aus- 
tralian or secret ballet system in 
all primary elections throughout the 


state, 

Mr. Neill, of Muscogee, author of 
the measure, opened the discussion, 
exDlaining his bill section by sec- 
tion and illustrating it with a sam- 
ple ballot proposed to be used. He 
declared that the cost in the smaller 
towns in arranging for private 
booths would be very small, as cheap 
bagging could be used to separate 
the compartments. 

He had sought in the measure, 
he said, to throw every protection 
around the voter so as to insure 
him unhampered exercise of the 
elective franchise. 

Injeets Old Fight. 

The second speaker, Mr. Stewart, 
of Atkinson, opposing the bill, 
rather bitteryl injected the old Cof- 
fee county factional fight into the 
discussion, declaring that he had 
been robbed of the election in that 
case by the election managers and 
that this measure simply added to 
their power to steal elections. 

Mr. Quincey, of Coffee, replying, 
declared that he regretted exceed- 
ingly that the old “dirty linen” of 
his home county should be again 
aired in the house but that he would 
not undertake to answer the “scur- 
rilous remarks used upon the floor,” 
but would direct himself to the 
merits of the measure in question, 
which he heartily sup%orted. 

Mr. Knight, of Berrien, objected 
to the bill because, he said, no 
means could be devised to make 
dishonest men honest and he was 
anwilling to put into the hands of 
the election managers the power 
to prepare the baliots of illiterate 
or otherwise incapacitated voters. 
Mr. Neill thereupon offered an 
amendment providing that the illit- 
erate voter might call in a frtend 
who could act as a witness to the 
honesty of the election managers. 

Mr. Davis, of Oglethorpe, oppos- 
ing the bill, declared that it would 
keep a large number of voters away 
from the polls who would not want 
their ballots prepared for them by 
election managers. 

Defends Bill. 


Mr. Wohlwender, of Muscogee, 
said that the opponents of the meas- 
ure had acted on the hypothesis 
that Georgia was an illiterate state, 
t + the majority of her citizens 
could not read and that all elec- 
tion managers were dishonest. Noth- 
ing could be farther from the truth, 
he said. 

The measure was a g00d one, he 
urged, because it gave the poor man 
a chance in politics and went far 
to eliminate the corrupting power 
of : He had known men to 
be bought by the hundreds in his 
own county, and hé knew that simi- 
8 conditions prevafled in other sec- 
tions. 

After the previous question had 
been called, Mr. Kelley, of Gwin- 
nett, as chairman of the commit- 
tee to which the measure had been 
referred, closed the debate. 

hen the vote began’ on the 
amendments, it soon became evident 
that the bill had no chance of pass- 
age. Amendments were voted down 
with a storm of noes, irrespective 
of the character of the changes 
they proposed in the bill. Finally, 
when the motion to agree to the re- 
port of the committee was put, the 
majority, apparently determined that 
there should be no vote on the bill 
itself, voted that down, 

In order to put members on rec- 
ord, Mr. Neill called for the ayes 
and noes and the roll was called 
with the result indicated in the 
first paragraph. The house then 
adjourned.

The 
guilt lies between the wholesale 
dealer who buys the consignment at 
3 or 4 o’clock in the morning at 
Covent Garden, or some other mar- 
ket and the retailer, who comes to 
buy it from the wholesale dealer at 
some late hour... Between them, al- 
though they do nothing but handle 
what others by their work and care 
have produced, they increase the 
price at least four, and often six 
or eight-fold.”
